Introduction 


Dear learner. 

In this brief introduction, we’ll try to summarize up the contents 
of these helpful books as well as showing you the right way that 
should be followed while studying. 

First, the first four levels of this series have been written in both 
Arabic and English languages beside the transliteration to help the 
foreign learner in getting the advantage of the lessons by depend- 
ing on himself. 

Second, the books are divided into 5 levels: 

1 - Levels one and two are vocabulary. They include many lessons 
starting with basic words and phrases such as the alphabet, colors, 
numbers, time, etc... and ending with more advanced subjects 
such as the human body, jobs, measurements, and many more. 

2- Level three is conversation which consists of many dialogues 
based on the live speeches of daily life such as the bank, daily 
routine, train station, shopping, and many more. 

3- Level four is grammar that covers the most important lessons 
with English translation, examples, and exercises such as part of 
speech, adverbs, demonstrative pronouns, and many more. 

4- Level five includes developed grammar with pure Arabic 
explanation and exercises such as the tenses (past, present, and 
imperative), conjugation of the tenses, rhetoric. It also includes 
many reading lessons, poems, and proverbs that were carefully 
chosen to suit the learner. 

Finally, we would like to advise you to study well and practice 
the exercises from these books and give time in a daily based 
plan, as well as practicing this new language in daily life to ob- 
tain fruitful results.
